HEREAS  a  Contagious  Diftemper  now 
rages  in  feveral  Parts  of  this  Kingdom 
amongft  Oxen,  Bulls,  Cows,  Calves,  Steers, 
and  Heifers,  which  if  not  timely  prevented, 
,W1  may  end  in  the  entire  Deftrudtion  of  fuch 
Cattle :  And  whereas  by  an  Adt  of  Par¬ 
liament  palled  this  prefent  Seflion,  inti¬ 
tuled,  “  An  Adt  to  enable  His  Majefty 
“  to  make  Rules,  Orders,  and  Regula- 
“  tions,  more  effectually  to  prevent  the 
fpreading  of  the  Diflemper  which  now 
rages  amongft  the  Horned  Cattle  in  this 
Kingdom it  is  enadted,  That  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  His 
Majefty,  His  Heirs,  and  Succeflors,  by  and  with  the  Advice  of  His  or 
Their  Pi  ivy  Council,  from  time  to  time  to  make  fuch  Rules,  Orders, 
and  Regulation?,  or  to  vary  or  repeal  the  fame,  as  He  or  They  fhajl 
judge  rnoft  expedient  and  effedtual  in  Great  Britain,  Ireland ,  and  all  other 
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Mis  Majedy’s  Dominions,  for  putting  a  Stop'  to,  or  preventing  thefpread- 
ing  of  the  faid  Didemper  ;  and  whofoever  lhall  offend  again ff  any  inch 
Rules,  Orders,  Regulations,  or  Variations,  being  convicted  thereof  before 
any  Judice  o/judices  of  the  Peace  for  any  County,  Riding,  Divifion, 
City,  Liberty,  or  Town  Corporate,  where  fuch  Offence  lhall  be  com¬ 
mitted,  are  made  fubjetf:  to  the  Penalty  of  Tfcn  Pounds;  one.  Moiety  to 
the  Informer,  and  the  other  Moiety  to  the  Poor  of  the  Parifli  ;  to  be 
levied  by  Didrefs ;  and  in  Default  of  Diftrefs,  the  Offender  to  be  com¬ 
mitted  by  inch  Judice ‘or  Judices  to  the  Houle  of  Correction  for  Three 
Months ;  and  that  fueh  Rules,  Orders,  and  Regulations  lhall  be  pub- 
lickly  read  upon  the  next  Sunday  after  the  Receipt  of  the  fame,  and  the 
fird  Sunday  in  every  fubfequent  Month,  during  the  Time  the  lame  lhall 
continue  in  Force,  immediately  after  the  Prayers,  in  all  Parilh  Churches, 
Chapels,  and  other  Places  let  apart  for  Divine  Worlhip  ;  and  every  fuch 
Order,  Rule,  and  Regulation,  lhall  be  kept  by  the  Minider  of  every 
Parilh’ Church,  Chapel,  or  Place,  who  lhall  permit  any  Perlon  redding 
within  his  Parifli,  Chapelry,  or  Place,  to  read  the  fame,  during  the  Time 
fuch  Rule,  Order,  or  Regulation  lhall  continue  in  Force. — And  it  is  fur¬ 
ther  enabled  by  the  laid  Ad,  That  the  Removal,  Driving,  or  Sale  of 
every  Ox,  Bull,  Cow,  Calf,  Steer,  or  Heifer,  contrary  to  any  fuch  Rule, 
Order,  or  Regulation,  lhall  be  deemed  a  diftind  and  feparate  Offence 
within  the  Intent  and  Meaning  of  the  faid  Ad. — His  Majedy  being  de- 
drous  of  doing  all  in  His  Power  to  put  a  Stop  to  the  fpreading  of  the 
faid  Didemper,  has  thdught  dt,  by  and  with  the  Advice  of  His  Privy 
Council  (who  have  confulted  Phylicians  and  Surgeons  thereupon,  and 
they  have  given  it  as  their  Opinion,  that  all  the  Methods  of  Cure  which 
have  been  put  in  Pradice,  both  at  Home  and  Abroad,  have  proved  fo 
unfuccefsful,  that  they  have  rather  contributed  to  propagate  than  flop 
the  Infedion ;  for  while  Means  are  uling  to  lave  the  Sick,  the  Difeale 
fpreads  amoogd  the  Sound,  and  is  increafed  more  and  more,  in  Propor- 
tidh  tb  the  Number  feized  with  it)  to  make  and  edablilh  the  Rules,  Or¬ 
ders,  and  Regulations  following,  which  His  Majedy  does,  by  this  His 
Order  of  His  Privy  Council,  requiring  and  commanding  all  His  Subjeds 
in  the  feveral  Counties,  Cities,  Towns  Corporate,  and  Parilhes,  and  all 
other  Parts  of  this  His  Realm,  dridly  to  purlue  and  obferve,  during  His 
Royal  Plea fu re.

Fir/i ,  That  all  Cowheepers,  Farmers,  and  Owners  of  any  of  the 
faid  feVeral  Sorts  of  Cattle,  in  any  Place  where  the  faid  Didemper  has 
appeared,  or  lhall  hereafter  appear,  do,  as  foon  as  any  of  the  faid  Cat¬ 
tle  lhall  appear  to  have  any  Signs  or  Marks  of  the  faid  Didemper,  im¬ 
mediately  remove  fuch  Cattle  to  fome  Place  didant  from  the  red,  and 
caufe  the  fame  to  be  (hot  dead,  or  otherwife  killed,  with  as  little  Eftu- 
lion  of  Blood  as  may  be,  and  the  Bodies  to  be  immediately  buried  with 
the  Skin  and  Horns  on,  at  lead  Four  Feet  in  Depth  above  the  Body  of 
the  Bead  fo  buried,  having  fird  cut  and  flaflaed  the  Hides  thereof  from 
Head  to  Tail,  and  quite  round  the  Body  in  feveral  Places,  fo  as  to  ren¬ 
der  the  fame  of  mo  Ufe.

Secondly,  That  they  do  caufe  all  .the  Hay,  which  fuch  infedted 
Cattle  have  breathed  upon,  and  all  the  Hay,  Straw,  or  Litter,  that  they 
have  touched,  or  has  been  near  them,  to  be  forthwith  removed  and 
burnt ;  and  that  no  Perfon  who  jfhall  attend  any  infedted  Cattle,  fhall  go 

hear  the  found  ones  in  the  fame  Clothes.

...  thirdly;  That  they  do  caufe  the  Hoiifes  or  Building^  where  any 
fuch  infected  Cattle  {hall  have  flood,  to  be  cleaned  from  "all  Dung  and 
Filth,  and  wet  Gunpowder,  Pitch,  Tar,  or  Brimftone  to  be  fired  or 
burnt  in  feveral  Parts  of  fuch  Buildings,  at  the  fame  Time  keeping  in  the 
Smoke  as  much  as  poffible *  and  that  the  fame  be  afterwards  frequently 
waftied  with  Vinegar  and  Warm  Water*  aiid  that  no  found  Cattle  be 
put  therein  for  T  wo  Months  at  lead. 

Fourthly ,  That  they  do  not  fuffer  any  of  their  Cattle,  that  fhnll 
have  recovered  from  the  faid  Diftemper  before  the  Notification  of  this 
Order,-  ttf  be  brought  amongft  the  found  Cattle,  until  they  fhall  have 
been  kept  feparate  a  Month  at  leaft*  and  until  they  fhall  have  been  well 
curried  and  wafhed  with  Vinegar  and  warm  Water.

Fifthly ,  That  no  Perfon  whatfoever  do  buy,  fell,  or  expofe  to  Sale* 
the  Milk,  or  any  Part  of  the  Flefh  or  In  trails  of  any  fuch  infedted  Cat¬ 
tle*  or  feed,  or  caufe  td  be  fed  any  Hog*  Calf*  Lamb,  or  other  Animal 
therewith  *  or  drive,  or  caufe  to  be  drove  any  fuch  infedted  Cattle  td 
any  Fair  or  Market,  either  in  or  out  of  the  County  where  the  faid  Cattle 
now  are,  or  to  or  from  any  other  Place  whatfoever*  out  of  their  own  re-: 

{pedtive  Ground,  while  they  are  fo  diftemper’d* 

Sixthly ,  That  no  Perfon  do  drive  or  remove  any  of  the  laid  Sorts 
of  Cattle,  whether  infedted  or  not  infedted*  from  any  Farm  or  Ground 
where  any  fuch  infedted  Cattle  are,  or  fhall  have  been,  within  the  Space 
of  One  Month  before  fuch  Removal* 

Seventhly *  That  as  foon  as  the  Diftemper  fhall  appear  in  or  among 
any  of  the  faid  Sorts  of  Cattle  of  any  Cowkeepers,  Farmers,  or  other 
Perfons,  they  do  immediately  give  Notice  thereof  to  the  Conftable  of 
the  Town  or  Parifh,  and  alfo  to  the  Churchwardens  and  Overfeers  of 
the  Parifh  or  Place  where  fuch  infedted  Cattle  (hail  be,  of  the  Appear¬ 
ance  of  fuch  Infedtion*  or  to  any  Infpedtor  to  be  appointed  by  the  Juftices 
of  the  Peace  for  the  Diftridt,  where  fuch  Parifh  or  Place  fhall  lie,  pur- 
luant  to  the  Diredtions  herein  after  given,  to  the  End  that  the  faid  Offi¬ 
cers  may  be  the  better  enabled  to  do  their  Duty,  according  to  the  Direc¬ 
tions  herein  after  mentioned.

That  no  Perfon  do  prefume  to  obftrudt  any  Conftable,  Churchwar¬ 
den,  Overfeer  of  the  Poor,  or  other  Perfon  to  be  appointed  by  the  Ju- 
fticcs  of  the  Peace  to  afiift  in  the  Execution  of  the  Powers  or  Diredtions 
given,  or  to  be  given,  in  Purfuance  of  this  Order. 
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That  whofoever  (hall  difobey  any  of  the  faid  Rules,  Orders,  or  Regu¬ 
lations,  fhall  be  ftridly  profecuted  for  the  Penalty  inflided  by  the  laid 
Ad. 

And  for  the  more  effedual  carrying  into  Execution  the  faid  Rules* 
Orders,  and  Regulations,  and  preventing  the  fpreading  of  the  faid  In- 
fedion,  His  Majefty  doth,  by  this  His  Order  in  Council,  ftridly  com¬ 
mand  and  dired,  that  the  feveral  Juftices  of  the  Peace  for  the  feveral 
Counties,  Cities,  Ridings,  and  Towns  Corporate  in  this  Realm,  where 
the  faid  Diftemper  has  already  appeared,  or  fhall  appear,  do  meet  toge¬ 
ther  forthwith,  or  immediately  after  the  faid  Diftemper  fhall  appear 
within  their  refpedive  Divifions,  and  fubdivide  and  di  (tribute  themlelves, 
in  order  to  meet  in  lefs  Numbers  in  fuch  Parts  and  Places  as  (hall  be  moft 
ufefuh 

That  the  faid  Juflices  do  conlider  of  fuch  Methods  as  fliall  be  moft 
proper  to  carry  the  faid  Rules  and  Orders  effedually  into  Execution,  and 
for  that  Purpofe,  that  they  meet  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  fhall  be 
neceffary  to  anfwer  the  End  of  this  Order,  fo  long  as  the  Infedion  con¬ 
tinues  in  the  Neighbourhood,  to  give  fach  Inftrudions  to  the  Conftables* 
Churchwardens,  and  Overfeers  of  the  refpedive  Parifhes,  and  fuch  In- 
fpedors,  if  any  fliall  be  appointed,  purfuant  to  the  Powers  herein  after 
given ;  to  receive  Accounts  from  fuch  Officers  of  what  they  fhall  do  from 
time  to  time,  in  Purfuance  of  this  Order,  and  fuch  Inftrudions  ;  to  hear 
Complaints,  and  punifli  Offenders  again  ft  the  faid  Rules,  Orders,  and 
Regulations  ;  to  tranfmit  to  His  Majefty’s  Privy  Council  from  time  to 
time  a  particular  Account  of  their  Proceedings,  and  to  do  whatever  fhall 
be  neceffary  to  render  this  Order  moft  effedual. 

And  His  Majefty  doth  further  ftridly  command  all  Conftables, 
Churchwardens,  and  Overfeers  of  the  Poor,  and  fuch  Infpedors,  if  any 
fliall  be  appointed  as  aforefaid,  as  foon  as  they  fhall  know  or  be  informed 
that  any  of  the  faid  Sorts  of  Cattle  within  their  refpedive  Diftrids  are 
infeded,  to  go  to,  and  take  an  exad  Account  of  the  Number  and  Sorts 
of  fuch  Cattle  in  the  Poffeflion  of  any  Perfon,  diftinguifhing  the  infeded 
from  fuch  as  are  not  fo,  and  to  repeat  thofe  Accounts  weekly  ;  and  to  fee 
that  the  Infeded  be  fhot,  or  otherwife  killed* as  aforefaid,  removed  and 
buried  according  to  the  above  mentioned  Rules,  and  that  all  other  the 
before  mentioned  Rules,  Orders,  and  Regulations,  and  fuch  piredions 
as  fhall  be  given  by  the  faid  Juftices,  be  pundually  performed  and 
obeyed. 

That  they  do,  from  time  to  time,  tranfmit  to  the  Juftices,  at  each  of 
their  Meetings,  an  exad  Account  of  all  that  they  fliall  do,  or  caufe  to 
be  done,  or  that  the  Owners  of  the  laid  Cattle  fliall  do  or  caufe  to  be 
done,  in  Purfuance  of  this  Order  ;  and  likewife  of  ail  Negleds  or 
Breaches  thereof,  and  profecute  the  Offenders  therein  before  the  faid  Ju¬ 
ftices,  for  the  Penalty  inflided  byuhe  faid  Ad;  and  that  they  do  take 
an  exad  Account  of  all  fuch  Cattle  as  fliall  be  fhot,  or  otherwife  killed 
as  aforefaid,  either  by  them,  or  by  the  Owners,  in  Purfuance  of  thfc 
aforefaid  Regulations,  and  tranfmit  the  fame  to  the  faid  Juftices,  together 
with  the  true  and  real  Values  of  fuch  Cattle,  at  the  refpedive  Times 
immediately  before  they  were  infeded. 

7  *  '  That 
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That  they  take  particular  Care,  that  the  Owners  do  divide  their  Cattle 
into  as  many  fmall  Parcels  as  their  Ground  will  admit  of,  and  at  fome 
reafonable  Diftance  from  each  other  j  and  that  they  do  carefully  gather 
or  caufe  to  be  gathered  up  the  Dung  of  all  infedted  Cattle,  and  that  the 
fame  be  buried  deep  under  Ground. 

And  His  Majefty  doth  hereby  further  command  and  empower  the 
faid  Conftables,  Churchwardens,  and  Overfeers*  ’  and  Infpedtors,  where 
any  fuch  {hall  be  appointed,  to  ftop  and  examine  all  fuch  of  the  faid 
Sorts  of  Cattle  within  their  faid  refpedtive  Diftridts  found  in  the  Road,  or 
palling  or  driving. to  or  from  any  Markets,  Fairs,  or  Places ;  and  upon 
their  finding  any  fuch  Cattle  to  be  infedted,  to  {hoot,  or  otherwife  kill 
the  fame,  and  difpofe  of  their  Carcafes  and  Dung  in  the  fame  Manner 
as  is  herein  before  diredted. 

And  His  Majefty  doth  hereby  further  empower  the  faid  Juftices  of  the 
Peace,  in  cafe  they  (hall  find  it  necefiary  for  the  Purpofes  of  this  Order, 
to  appoint  proper  Perfons  to  be  employed  as  Infpedtors  of  the  Houfes, 
Buildings,  Ground,  and  Cattle,  within  their  refpedtive  Diftridts,  to  be 
afliftant-  to  the  faid  Conftables,  Churchwardens,  and  Overfeers,  for  the 
Purpofes  aforefaid. 

And  for  the  Encouragement  of  the  Owners  of  fuch  infedted  Cattle, 
His  Majefty  doth  hereby  promife,  that  they  {hall  be  paid  by  the  Com- 
miffioners  of  the  Treafury  for  every  fuch  infedted  Beaft  which  {ball  be 
killed  according  to  the  faid  Rules,  immediately  after  the  Infedtion  {hall 
firft  appear  upon  them,  one  Moiety  or  half  the  Value  of  fuch  Cattle,  not 
exceeding  the  Sum  of  Forty  Shillings  for  each  of  the  faid  Sorts,  except¬ 
ing  Calves,  and  not  exceeding  Ten  Shillings  for  each  Calf,  the  Num¬ 
bers,  and  Values,  and  Conformities  to  the  above  mentioned  Rules,  to  be 
afcertained  by  the  Oaths  of  the  Owners,  and  Two  of  the  faid  Conftables, 
Churchwardens,  Overfeers,  or  Infpedtors,  to  be  taken  before  One  or 
Two  of  the  faid  Juftices,  who  {hall  certify  under  their  Hands,  or  the 
Hand  of  One  of  them,  the  Sums  of  Money  which  fuch  Owners 
{hall  appear  to  their  or  his  Satisfaction  intitled  to,  by  virtue  of  this 
Order  for  infedted  Beafts  {hot,  or  otherwife  killed,  flalhed,  and  buried 
according  to  the  above  Regulations. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  diredted,  that  for  the  better  notifying  this 
Order,  the  fame  be  forthwith  printed  and  publilhed,  and  be  alfo  inferted 
in  the  next  London  Gazette .
